The prophets muſter up their forces together, to expreſs th 
glory and fears that will attend on this general coming into the 
feld; and Zephania for his part ſets down this much, that it is 
a day of wrath, a day of trouble and heavineſs, a day of clouds 
and tempeſtuous ſtorms, a day of the trumpets, and alarm againſt 
the ſtrong cities, and againſt the high towers. | 
When the prophets have cloſed up their tunes, liſten how an 
evangeliſt ſings up the ſame note. As the lightning that cometh, 
out of the Eaſt and ſhineth into. the Weſt ſo ſhall. the coming of 
the ſon of man be; the ſun ſhall be darkened. and then ſhall all 


the kindreds of the earth. mourn; and they ſhall ſee the ſon of 


man coming in the clouds with power and great glory: and he 
. ſhall ſend his angels, and they gather therefore the elect from 
the four winds, and from the one end of the heavens to the 
St Mark, St Luke, and St john, bear their parts in the ſame 
leſſon, all of them concluding, That except the Lord ſhould, 
ſhorten thoſe days none ſhall be ſaved.

The church is bis wife, how tender is he over 
ner; vet how often has ſhe gone aſtray, and made her face de- 
formed in thy fight : but who can ftand up in greater wonder 
than he, that in the one hand holds heaven, and earth in the 
other; what countenance can ſtrike beholders into love, aſtoniſh- 


ment or admiration, but his whoſe voice only faves or condemns. 


A Saviour! what title in all the world can be comparable to 
this; a Saviour! a Redeemer! The names of emperors, kings, 
monarchs, princes, potentates, are to thote but ſhadows. 

The majeftical,manner. of this ſupreme judge's coming is to 
the life ſet down by Nahum the prophet, as follaws : ** Our 
Lord {hall come like à tempeſt and furious whirlwind; and the 
clouds are as the duſt of his feet: ie ſhall take indignation a- 

ainſt the ſea, and it ſhall wax dry, and the rivers of the earth 
ſhall be dried up. The little Baſhan, Carmelus, ſhall be withered; 
and the mount Libanus ſhall fade and fall away. The mountain 
all quake before him, and hills ſhall melt; the earth ſhall 
bury in his fight, yea, the world, and all that dwell therein. 
Wh-» ſhall-ſtand before thy face of indignation ? And who ſhall 
abide the fiercenets of thy fury? His wrath ſhall be poured out 
as fire, and the very rocks ſhall become dead before him. 9 
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hall come to his enemies as thorns folded one with another, 94 
as drunkards in their drunkenneſs, they ſhall be deſtroyed's AS 
ſtubble wy dried, : 

The world at firſt (for lin) was drowned, and muſt laſt on: 
his day be burned. . A deluge of water ſwallowed the one, 
and a flame of fire muſt devour the other; not fire alone, but 
fire and brimſtone; nor a ſweet clear fire, but a black and noi- 
ſome one. As our fins. {tink in God's nolitrils, ſo that fire in 
which our infirmities are to be tried, muſt ſtink in ours; all 
the world will make but one bonſire, and in the aſhes of that 
fire all the world mult be taken up.

the judgment was ſet, and the books were opened. And I be- 
held this as a viſion of- the night,. and faw one coming 1n the 
clouds who ſeemed to be the fon of man.”
